LITTLE ROCK (AP)-Thc Ar- 


kansas Supreme Court refused to-

Judge William .T. Kirhy to set an 
immediate trial for three Negroes 
charged in (he rape of a 16-year- 
old white girl. 


The court's unanimous opinion 


said such an order would be use- 
less until a recent ruling by the 
8th U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals 
is clarified.

The opinion also noted the in-

"We issue writs of mandamu^

ed up. The attorney general's of- 
fice has said the decision will be 
appealed to the U.S. Supreme 
Court.
